GOV, HUGHES SENDS 
SPECIAL MESSAG 


N. Y., June 20.—Governor 
Hughes sent a special message to the 
legislature tonight recommending the 
enactment of a law providing for a 
suitable system of direct nomination 
of candidates for public office, that 
the resolution providing for an in- 
vestigation of alleged legislative cor- 
ruption be amplified and that provis- 
ion be made to meet the increasing de- 
mands upon the state’s revenues. 

Governor Hughes, in his message, 
Savs in part: 

“TI have convened you in extraordi- 
nary session in order that appropriate 
action may be taken with regard to 
matters which I believe of first im- 
portance to the interests of the people 
of the state. 

“First. | recommend for your con- 
sideration the subject of the amend- 
ment of the law relating to primaries, 
making of suitable provision for di- 
rect nominations of candidates for 
public office and in connection there- 
with, provisions for representative and 
responsible party management. 

“The people are dissatisfied with ex- 
isting conditions, and demand a 
change. Whatever may be said of im- 
perfections in the laws relating to this 
matter in other jurisdictions, there can 
be no question but that these laws re- 
flect a wholesome sentiment which is 
country-wide and cannot be dented. 
That sentiment is that the iInstru- 
mentalities of party management shall 
not be so arranged as to facilitate the 
purposes of those who would subvert 
government to their selfish advantage. 

“We must safeguard the purity of 
the ballot and protect our general elec-

tions from violence and from fraud; 
but to secure the administration of 
government upon a sound basis, we 
must insist not only upon  ~»proper 
methods of election day, but a fair 
opportunity within the party on pri- 
mary day.” 

In submitting the matt of primary 
form, the governor includes whatever 
further measures may be found ad- 
visable to safeguard both primaries 
and general elections.

It seems that Councilman Chambers, 
the warmest champion of popular elec- 
tion, agreed to a compromise with 
Councilman Winn to eliminate the 
electrician, the warden and the build- 
ing imspector. But no sooner was an 
opening wedge put in than there came 
a stampede, and the popular electien 
scheme met its doom. 

He Witnessed the Route. 

There was sitting as a guest of the 
council ex-Alderman Lee Curtis, the 
man who-made the fight of his life to 
take from council and the boards the 
eleution of city officials. He looked 
sad, and so did Councilman Chambers.

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SOUTH GETS SMALL CRUMBS 


FROM UNCLE 


Southern End of Appropriation 
Sheet Bears a Lean and 


Hungry Look 


NORTH AND WEST FARE 
MUCH BETTER IN FAVORS 


aE 


Of More Than a Billion Dollars 
the South Gets Less Than 
$20,000,000---Less Than One- 
Fiftieth Entire Appropriation 
Goes to Fourteen States Cov- 
ering One-Fourth of Nation. 


Washington, June 20.—(Specia!.)— 
The southern end of the appropriation 
sheet of the present congress has a 
lean and hungry look. The fourteen 
southern states are far from having 
anything like a proportionate share of 
the good things that have come on 
Uncle Sam's table. 

Whether due to the south’s political 
isolation, or the greater pressure which 
is brought to bear by other sections, 
the fact remaing that the north and 
west fare much better in the way of 
governmental favors. 

South Sees Small Percentage. 

Of the more than one billion dollars— 
that is one thousand million dollars— 
which will have been appropriated by 
this congress before it adjourns, less 
than $20,000,000 was voted to the south. 
Less than one-fiftieth of the total ap- 
propriations goes to fourteen great 
states—one-third of the number of the 
states of the union. These fourteen 
states have an area of nearly 900,000 
square miles, or about one-fourth the 
area of the whole United States and 
a population of about 28,000,000, which 
is about one-third of our total popula- 
tion by the last census. 

West Gets Long End. 

In the agricultural appropriation bill 
may be found the different amounts 
to be expended in the forestry service. 
The west gets $4,414,400, and the south 
gets $26,000. The general appropria- 
tion for the service is $428,200. And 
everybody knows the forests and tim- 
ber lands of the south are of enormous 
area. It might be well to state here 
that the fourteen states referred to 
as the south are: Alabama, Arkansas, 
Florida, Georgia, Kentucky, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, Missouri, North and South 
Carolina, Tennessee, Texas, Virginia 
and West Virginia. During the clos- 
ing hours of congress an endeavor is 
being made to get through the Appa- 
lachian forest reserve bil], which car- 
ries a million dollars’ appropriation. 
This bill has been bobbing around for 
years, and has a great many hidden 
enemies. 

Cannon a Stumbling Block. 

If it should happen that Speaker 
Cannon is sheared of his influence and 
power he has in congress, one of the 
great stumbling blocks for the south 
will be removed. He has fought this 
Appalachian bill, and is also a deadly 
enemy of good roads, so far ag the 
government is concerned, and that is a 
Sreat matter of legislation which the 
south has to look forward to. The 
progress and development of the south 
demands good roads more than any sec™ 
tion of the country, and it is to be 
hoped that should federal aid ever be 
extended, conditione will not be such 
that the northeasters and the north- 
westers will be permitted to gobble 
the whole pile. Out of the billion dol- 
lars, the measly sum of $114,240 was 
appropriated by this congress for good 
roads, this sum going to maintain a 
g00d roads bureau in Washington. 

What Other Nations Are Doing. 

France has spent $303,975,000 on na- 
tional roadbuilding, and has contrib- 
uted $81,060,000 toward the construction 
of local roads. These figures are from 
the report of the United States consul 
at Marseilles. In England the parlia- 
ment makes grants to country road 
funds. In 1908 they spent locally on 
150,000 miles of road $89,000,000, which 
was thirteen times more than the 
United States spent. 

In St. Louis recently a Farmers’ 
Union official from Kentucky stated 
that the statistics show that only one- 
half of the farm lands of Kentucky are 
under cultivation, The uncultivated 
half is just as fertile as the other, but 
cannot be reached by farmers on ac- 
count of bad roads. 

South Gets Little Candy. 

Under the miscellaneous provisions 
of the sundry eivil bill the south re- 
ceives $2,392,600. The total of the mis- 
cellaneous provision is $96,191,100. A 
very large proportion of the agricul- 
tural appropriation is general. The 
SOuth receives $297,000. In the Indian 
appropriation bill ef course the west 
gets the candy end of the stick. The 
general appropriation is $3,485,000: the 
northeasters get $243,000 and the west- 
erners get $5,113,000. The south grab- 
bed off $48,000. The provisions for the 
fisheries comes under the sundry civil 
bill. The general appropriation is 
$947,000. Besides this amount north- 
east gets $94,000, the west $130,000 and 
the south trailg with $25,000 to its 
credit. 

The sundry civil bill also contains 
appropriations for the construction of 
works on harbors and rivers already 
under contract. The northeastern 
stetes get $3,486,000 and the western 
states are allowed $3,408,000. The south 
gets only $982,000. The big rivers and 
harbors bill, which is still in the hands 
of the president, which he will un- 
doubtedly sign, carrieg over $85,000,000 
ana the south gets $11,348,000. The 
northeast, however, is appropriated 
$13.712.800 and the west $11,889,000 and 
$87,855,000 goes to the Panama canal. 
Considerable of the sum credited to 
the south goes fer the Mississippi river 
improvement. This cannot be equally 
divided. ag the work is in both the 
northern and southern divisions. The 
south hag 2,685 miles of coast line, 
while the north has only 1,260 miles. 
The Great- Lakes improvements are 
charged in the northeastern division. 
The west has only 1,819 miles of coast 
line, not including Alaska, which has 
4,750 miles. 

Fares Better in Public Buildings. 

The total for public buildings, sites, 
improvements, ete., carried in the sun- 
dry civil bill is $3,811,000. Of this 
amount the south receives $1,223,000.

Cananea, Mexico, June 20.—The pre- 
mature discovery of smuggied arms 
and ammunition, followed by the arrest! 
of leaders of the discontented faction 
and the proclamation of martial law 
in Cananea and other border towns, 
probably has checked and discouraged 
a serious outbreak against the Mexi- 
can government scheduled to take 
place on election day, June 26. 

The revolutionary movement origi- 
nated among the young element of 
northern Mexico followers of General 
Bernardo Reyes, now in Europe, and 
of Senor Madero, candidate for presi- 
dent, now under arrest in Monterey on 
the charge of causing crowds to form. 
The diescontented faction demands po- 
litical liberty, free speech and the 
“right to vote.” They announce that 


they will go to the polls on election 
day prepared to fight if denied their 
constitutional rights, 

Police Raid Villages. 

The discovery that arms were being 
smuggled across the border from the 
United States was followed by police 
raids in many . villages of northern 
Fonora. Four men were arrested yes- 
terday at Villaverde and a number of 
rifles and revolvers and 4,000 rounds 
of ammunition were captured. At 
Chivectria, near Cananea, forty-five 
rifles with ammunition were captured 
and at Buena Vista one house yielded 
twelve rifles with ammunition. Deal- 
ers at Bisbee, Douglas and Nacoariz 
have sold all the rifles and ammunition 
in stock. The police are now’ conduct- 
ing a house-to-house search for arms 
in all the border towns. 

Cananea Under Strong Guard. 

Cananea, the center of the move- 
ment, is guarded by two companies of 
the twenty-fifth infantry and a com- 
pany of rurales, under command of 
Colonel Emotio  Kosterlitzky. The 
gendarmes are under arms. General 
Rorrez has assured the Cananea au- 
thorities that he will send 400 men by 
special train if necessity arises. 

Hundreds of arrests for causing dis- 
turbances in public meetings have been 
meade throughout Sonora and leaders 
of the revolutionary movement have 
been deported. Twelve leaders at 
Cananea have been taken to Hermosil- 
lo, where they will be held until after 
the elections. The troops have orders 
to disperse any gathering of fifty or 
more persons. 

Chief of Police Rafael Lopez, of 
Cananea, has resigned and has disap- 
peared. It is said he left in response 
to warnings that his fate would be 
the sume as that of the mayor and 
chief of police of Cullacan, who re- 
cently were killed.

Jefferson City, June 20.—Attorney 
General Elliot Major began ouster pro- 
ceedings against five meat packing 
companies today by filing quo war- 
ranto informations in the supreme 
court. The companies attacked are 
Armour Packing Company, Morris & 
Co., Swift & Co., Hammond Packing 
Company and St. Louis Dressed Beef 
and Provisions Company. 

The Armour, Swift and Morris com- 
panies are charged with violating the 
anti-trust law and eonspiracy, and the 
Hammond and 8t. Louis Dressed Beef 
and Provisions companies as subsidiary 
companies of the National Packing 
Company, with conspiracy to control 
the business in Missouri. 

The five companies are named in two 
petitions which ask that the corpora- 
tions be excluded from all corporate 
rights: that their licenses be ferfeited 
and that all or such portion of their 
property as the cayrt may deem prop- 
er, be confiscated, or in lieu thereof, a 
fine be imposed.

Two young 
women approached too near the sput- 
tering feed wire. Diver saw their dan- 
ger, leaped forward, brushed them 
aside and, with a newspaper in his 
hand, seized the wire.

As scores of people looked on, shud- 
dering at the spectacle of the burning 
man, someone sprang forward and 
smothered the flames with a_ coat, 
Diver then was lifted and borne to 
the bank of the Potomac river nearby, 
where water was thrown on him and 
fruitless efforts made to bring him 
back to consciousness.

after he reached the hospital that he 


became conscious. Then his wife, who 
has been a mother but two weeks, and 
who had risen and come to his side, 
was told that there was little, if any, 
chance for his recovery.

What do you think of an actor who 
mastered the part of Othello in twen- 
ty-four hours? 

That is what William Choice, an At- 
lanta artist, did in the middle fifties. 
It is to be doubted if any man on the 
American stage could do it today. 

Mr. Walter Henderson, of The Con- 
stitution, told me about it. Mr. Hen- 
derson was an Atlanta boy in those 
days and took great interest in the per- 
formances at the little theater on De- 


catur street. 

‘Cholee was a remarkable man,” 
s@ys Mr. Henderson. “He was &@ mem- 
ber of the old stock company which 
flourished in young Atlanta and sup- 
ported the big stars which glittered 
from time to time in the town. Among 
them was the tragedian, Neafie, one of 
the greatest actors of his day. He was 
billed for Shakespeare's tragedy, 
‘Othello.’ He acted the part of lago 
and Choice was cast for Othello. Just 
twenty-four hours before the curtain 
went up Choice was handed the part of 
the Jealeus Moor, one of the longest 
parts in the range of the drama. With- 
in the brief peried he studied and 
mastered it and was ‘dead letter per- 
fect’ when the play was acted. Some 
people thought it was strange that 
Neafie did not play Othello, thinking 
if the leading character. But the part 
of lago is far more difficult to portray 
and the leading actor usually takes it. 
You remember in our day Edwin Booth 
played Iago. Many think it was the 
strongest thing he did.” 

“Did they play anything 
those days?” 

“Oh, yessometimes, but the legiti- 
mate drama was more in evidence than 
anything else. One of the most novel 
and beautiful shows I remember was 
the ‘Cuban Beauties,’ they ealled them, 
in a spectacular exhibition. There were, 
I think. about forty of these handseme- 
ly formed actresses. They appeared as 
the Amazons—the warlike females. 
TheVY were clothed in tight-fitting uni- 
forms which showed off their striking 
physique and were represented on a 
large revolving platform, supposed to 
be a battlefield,.in heroic § attitudes, 
with their spears aimed at the fallen 
forms of male warriors which they 
had fore2i .o wite the dust.” 

A Near-Lynching. 

Mr. Henderson says that he saw a 
near-lynching in Atlanta in those days. 
When Choice’ killed Webb, the old 
guardhouse was located at the present 
corner where North Broad street ends 
at the orilg>. Captain Whit Anderson 
was the town marshal—a very shrewd 
and very brave man. A furioug crowd 
Choice and came very near 
him. Finally he was safely 
landed in the guardhouse, but a big 
crowd gathered on the outside and 
threats of lynching continued. Among 
the prominent men who addressed the 
people, rdvising tnat the law be allow- 
ed to take its course, was the late 
Nathanie! J. Hammond, then a rising 
voung lawyer. But the crowd was so 
wrought up that they lingered about 
the ald guardhouse still muttering.

A Feminine Mazeppa. 

I asked Mr. Henderson if he saw 
Adah Isaacs Menken, the celebrated 
Mazeppa, strapped to the back of her 
steed in that little theater. 

“I don’t remember seeing her 
Mazeppa, but she acted it here, 
was considered the finest interpreter 
of Byron’s great equestrian character 
in the world. I did see her, however, 
in Jack Sheppard, and she acted that 
redoubtable hero to perfection. She was 
a wonderful artist and perhaps the 
handsomest woman of her day on the 
stage. She created great enthusiasm 
by her splendid appearance and fine 
acting. She was dashing and daring 
and in heroic male characters surpassed 
the men artists. My recollection is that 
she was married three times. Her 
first husband, Menken, I think, died.

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SPLENDID OBJECT LESSON 
IN VALUE OF GOOD ROADS 


Culpeper, Va., June 20.-—(Special.)— 
A splendid object lesson in the value 
of good roads was given, ang the ad- 
Vantageous use that may be made of 
the motor truck supplemening the 
transportation facilities offered by the 
railroads to the great benefit of farm- 
ers and owners of industrial plants and 
mines not lecated directly on rail lines, 
has been demonstrated in a striking 
manner by the movement of a car of 
coal from the tracks of the Southern 
railway ar this point, to Sperryville, a 
distance of 20 miles, a three-ton motor 
truck being used. The 18 tons of coal 
were hauled to the tannery in two and 
a half days, six’ trips being made. In 
the past it hag taken a good gsix-mule 
team two weeks to accomplish the 
Same work. The road over which the 
hauling was done is a good, hard road, 
but leads into a mountainous country, 
and has many long and heavy grades. 
The experiment was made by the C. C. 
Smoot Sons Company, which operates 
a tannery at Sperryville. So satisfac- 
tory were the results that the com- 
pany has purchased a truck and will 
hereafter use it in transferring coal 
and hides t othe tannery, and its prod- 
ucts-to the market. 

The saving of time and laber in this 
case shows what can be done to reduce 
the cost of moving farm, mineral and 
industrial produce to rail or water 
lines for shipment to market S8tatis- 
tics show that hile freight rates are 
lower in America than in any other 
country, the American farmer loses the 
advantage that this should give him 
over his European competitor chiefly 
through the high cost of transporting 
his products from the farm to the rail- 
road, Reports by United States con- 
Suls from twenty-three points in Eu- 
rope Show that the average cost of 
carrying a ton over a mile of dirt road 
Is between 10 and 12 cents. In the 
United States the average cost is 25 
cetns. It has been stated that it costs 
aS much to haul a bushel of grain 5 
miles to a railroad in Illinois ag it then 
costs to send it 1.000 miles over the 
railroad to Buffalo. In the tobacco re” 
gion of .West Virginia, it costs five 
times as much to deliver that product 
over 8 miles of mud road as it then 
costs to send it more than 400 miles 
to Richmond. These instances were 
given by Hon. Thomas M. Bell, repre- 
Sentative of the ninth Georgia district, 
before congress, urging federal aid for 
g00d roads. Others as striking could 
be given from all parts of the south.

“The Sleeping Sickness.”

Sleepy chicks and bowel trouble are 
unmheard of where chicks have not 
been fed too early in their existence. 
Mites and lice frequently kill youtge 
chicks on very short notice, and no 
one who. pretends to raise chicks 
should think of removing them from 
under the mother hen to the brood 
coop without greasing them on the 
top of the head and under the throat, 
and repeating this every week or 
ten days until the hen leaves them.

‘WHILE HUNTING RABBITS 


ACCIDENTALLY KILLS SELF 


While hunting rabbits at 5 o'clock 
yesterday morning on his farm, five 
miles southeast of Union City, Wil- 
liam G. Wilkins, a prominent farmer 


of Fayette county, and a brother of 


Sam Witkins, of this city, accidentally 
shot himself to death. The shot lodged 
with terrific force in Mr. Wilkins’ neck 
and face, and the end must have been 
instantaneous. 

Every morning for the past week Mr. 


| Wilkins has been in the habit of kill- 


ing off a number of the rabbits which 
invade his vegetable garden. After he 
had started Monday morning, his wife 
heard a gun go off, but thought noth- 
ing further of it. Half an hour tater. 
however, a peddler ran up to the house 
and said that he had found a man 
lying dead in the road not far away. 
The body proved to be that of Mr. 
Wilkins, his face torn almost beyond 
recognition. 

A coroner’s jury, after thoroughly 
investigating the case, quickly re- 
turned a verdict of “death from an ac- 
cidental gunshot wound.” Evidence 


given before this jury tended to show 
that the deceased had been sitting by 
the side of the road waiting for the 


rabbits, his gun held muzzle up be-!' 


tween his knees. In the excitement 
of raising to take’a shot, he must 
have in some way caught the trigger 
on his shoe or in the underbrush, and 
thus fired the gun. 

Ap unusually sad feature of the 
tragedy is the fact that this is the 
third death that has occurred in the 
Wilkins family within the past two 
months. A sister of the deceased, Mrs. 
Lu Redwine, of Atlanta, died here of 
pneumonia in the latter part of April. 
In the early part of May her sister, 
Mrs. May Cook, died in Orchard Hill, 
of the same disease. 

Mr. Wilkins was a member of the 
Masons and of the Odd Fellows. The 
latter organization will have charge 
of the funeral services, which will be 
held in the residence at 10 o’clock this 
morning. The interment will be in 
New Hope churchyard. 

The deceased is survived by his wife 
and two small children. He also leaves 
two brothers, Samuel, of Atlanta, and 
James H. Wilkins, of Ocilla.

and children epitomize in themselves 
the history of the race to which they 
belong. 

Granting that the development of a 
moral sense proceeds slowly, should 
not Christians do what they can to- 
ward developing it in the negro? Cer- 
tainly, but how is it to be done? Mere 
teaching, telling what is right and 
what is wrong appeals to the intellect. 
but not to the conscience. especially 
when the latter exists in embryo. 

A sense of right and wrong seems 
to be most quickly developed by con- 
tact with those who practice right and 
condemn wrong. Right conduct. of 
whites in all their dealings with ne- 
groes will do more to develop a moral 
sense in the negro than any amount 
of teaching from pulpit or otherwise. 
The negro has decided imitative and 
absorbing power. Missionary work 
among whites who set bad examples 
to negroes is more needed and may do 
more good than direct missionary 
work among the negroes. Heartless 
money lenders, some furniture dealers 
who sell on instalment Plan hegetter 
of hybrids, tradesmen who cheat and 
swindle, employers who fail to live up 
to contracts—these and such like are 
Subjects of missionary work the fruits 
of which may help to elevate the ne- 
gro. It is chiefly through his imita- 
tive and absorbing faculties that we 
may hope to reach him. Even ani- 
mals, as the dog, by association with 
man seems to acquire some conscience. 
though wild animals have none what- 
ever. The great obstacles in carrying 
out the contact theory is the estrange- 
ment between the whites and the pres- 
ent generation of negroes, and the dif- 
ficulty of suppressing aspiration for 
social equality when the contact is 
free.

‘Worsham Issues Warning 


to Georgia Farmers. 


Heard by Cotton Seed Crush- | 
ers in Convention at Tallulah | 
Falls---Association Is in Fine 
Shape. 


Tallulah Falls, Ga., June 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The sixth annual convention of 
the Cotton Seed Crushers’ Association 
of Georgia is now in session at the 
Lodge. There are over 250 crushers 
and visitors present. 

The large open-air auditorium was 
well filled at 10 o'clock, when the con- 
vention was called to order by B. L. 
Bend, president of the Farmers’ Oil 
Mill at Royston, Ga. The address of 
welcome was delivered by Colonel I. C. 
Wade, of Cornelia, Ga., to which re- 
Sponse was made on the part of the 
crushers by Hon. W,. H Davis, of 
Waynesboro, Ga. 

President Wallace was 
speaker. He reviewed in detail the 
work accomplished: during the year 
just closed. He declared that during 
this time the principal products known 
to the association—cotton seed oil and 
cotton seed meal—had reached the 
highest prices ever known. He declared 
that the demand for these products 
had been greater than ever in the his- 
tory of the association. 

President Wallace paid the highest 
compliments to the magnificent work 
being done by the State College of 
Agriculture, under the leadership of 
Dr. Soule. President Wallace made 
mention of the campaign of education 
which the association had been carry- 
ing on for some time in an effort to 
popularize the feeding of cotton seed 
meal to work stock, and urged that a 
new campaign be undertaken. 

Following him came the annual re- 
port of Secretary W. N. Hutchinson, 
who has proved an indefatigable work- 
er during the past season. 

After showing the splendid financial 
condition of the association, Secretary 
Hutchinson announced that during the 
past year the membership of the asBO- 
ciation had reached the high-water 
mark, when there were regularly en- 
rolled 229 members. This makes the 
Georgia association second only to the 
Texas associatiow, which embraoes a 
much wider territory. 

After him came the report of the 
legislative committee, of which Hon. J. 
D. Price igs chairman, followed by that 
of Treasurer R. E. Riley, of Albany, 
Ga. 

The afternoon session was given up 
to additional reports and other inter- 
esting addresses. The first of these re- 
ports was by E. E. Dallis, manager of 
the publicity bureau. 

He was followed by an address by 
Dr. E. L. Worsham, state entomologist. 
Boll Weevil Coming. 

Dr. Worsham began his most inter- 
esting paper with the history of the 
Mexican boll weevil, which has proved 
disastrous to the cotton growing 
states. He declared that it was travel- 
ing from Texas toward Georgia at the 
rate of from 50 to 125 miles a year. He 
stated that it had entered Texas in 
1892, and since that time has traveled 
across that state, Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi, Alabama and had invaded Ar- 
kansas and Oklahoma, leaving in its 
wake damage to the extent of $30,000,- 
000 a year. He predicted that the boll 
weevil would enter southwest Georgia 

within the next three years. 

So far, he stated, no agency has been 
found which can successfully thwart 
the inroads of the boll weevil, though 
in some cases early varieties of cotton 
had managed to escape the weevil. 

He entered at length into the dis- 
cussion of a successful fight which is 
being waged in Georgia to -drive out 
the black root from this state. There 
Was a general discussion of this article. 

W. A. Reynolds, of Charlotte, N. C., 
who has made an extensive study of 
the value of cotton seed meal as a feed 
stuff and the state laws governing its 
sale, was the next speaker. 

After his address came the report 
of E. P. McBurney, chairman of the 
committee on arbitration, after which 
the concluding address of the day was 
made by Dr. E. N. Nighbert, of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture.

PUBLICITY BILL 
URGED BY TAFT 


June .©20.—Encouraged 
that has attended his 
legislative progress up to this time, 
President Taft decided today to make 
an issue of the passage by congress 
before the adjournment of the present 
session of the bill providing for the 
publicity of campaign contributions tn 
all campaigns affeeting federal offices. 
The president sent for party leaders 
in both the house and senate, and told 
them his views regarding this piece of 
legisiation. Mr. Taft said he had made 
a personal pledge during the last pres- 
idential campaign to do what he could 
toward furthering the enactment of a 
publicity bill. The president had hesi- 
tated to add this bill to his program, 
however, while congress was devoting 
itself to those measures to which the 
had definitely committed itse.f 
Now that the program 
is practically completed, he has de- 
eided to bring all of his influence to 
bear in bebalf of the publicity bill. Mr. 
Taft took Senator Burrows, of Michi- 
gan, for a long automobile ride yester- 
day afternoon, and today the president 
secured the consent of Senator Brande- 
gee to lay the Apfalachian forest reserve 
bill aside temporarily in order that 
the publicity bill might be given the 
right-of-way. The president does not 
anticipate any serious trouble in get- 
ting the bill through the house. 
Taft in Geod Spirits. 


The opening of what is expected to 
be the last week of the congressional! 
session found the president in rare 
good spirits today. The home-coming 
of Colonel Roosevelt and the cordial 
exchange of personal messages be- 
tween him and President Taft lent an 
added interest to white house events 
today. Mr. Taft feels he has accom- 
plished all he has set out to do at the 
present session of congress, and tha’ 
the publicity bill is to be added to the 
achievements seemed especially to 
please him. Despite the present criti- 
cism heaped upon nim, Mr. Taft, ac- 
cording to his close friends; believes 
he has given his party a good record, 
and when it comes to the campaign 
this fall the president in whatever he 
has to say will not attempt to pass 
the new tariff law by, but will defend 
it again. 

Senators and representatives at the 
white house were inclined to the view 
that congress may adjourn some time 
between Thursday and Saturday of 
this week.

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COTTON CLOSE HIGHER 
BY 13 TO 20 POINTS 


Firmness of the Old Crop Bulls 
Caused Fresh Buying 
by the Shorts. 


New York, June 20.—The cotton mar- 
ket was quiet today, but ruled gener- 
ally higher on covering and some fresh 
buying, inspired by the firmness of 
the old crop bull party, in the face of 
the grand jury indictments and bullish 
private reports concerning crop condl- 
tions both in the eastern belt and the 
southwest. The close was steady at a 
net advance of 13@20 points. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 1@4 points, which was about 
as due on the cables. There was some 
early irregularity, but sellers showed 
disappointment over the failure of the 
action of the federal grand jury to 
weaken the determination of the old 
crop bulls and, with many bullish pri- 
\ate reports reaching the trade as to 
1ew crop conditions, prices gradually 
worked higher. The weather map 
showed generally clear, warm weather 
in the south over Sunday, and condi- 
tions were believed to be favorable 
for an early resumption of field work 
in the eastern belt, but private wires 
indicate that grass and weeds had 
secured a big start, while the forecast 
was for a renewal of unsettled weath- 
er and showers in that section. Ad- 
vices from the southwest, on the other 
hand, claimed that Texas was badly 
in need of rain, and the high tempera- 
tures reported in some sections of that 
territory seemed to be making a bull- 
ish impression on sentiment. At any 
rate, offerings in the local market 
were very light, and during the after- 
noon the market sold up te a net ad- 
vance of about 14@21 points. The 
close was within a point or two of 
the best. There was a little buying 
here during the day from western and 
southern sources, while local operators 
appeared to be doing very little either 
way, the disposition being to await 
developments, both with reference ‘to 
the old crop situation and as to the 
probable showing of the July bureau, 
which carries the crop to June 256, and 
will be published at noon on July 1.

Stock Transactions Were Small 
| but Last Prices Were 
Best of Day. 


New York, June 20.—The operators 
in stocks chose for the central subject 
of consideration today the signing, by 
President Taft, of the railroad bill and 
the subsequent completion of contem- 
Plated legislation on that subject for 
the present. The action of the wheat 
market brought the crop prospect into 
view as a contending factor and in- 
terrupted the influence of the railroad 
bill. There was slight increase of ani- 
mation in the speculation, as is evi- 
denced by the meager aggregate of 
the day's transactions, but the last 
posene of the day were generally the 

est. 

The favorable effect on the tone of 
the market of the disposition of the 
railroad legislation may be due simply 
to a feeling of relief that it is out of 
the way. Some of its clauses are 
avowedly distastefully to the railroad, 
as well as shippers. The more imme- 
diate influence of the bill on the stock 
market eomes from the fact that its 
passage will be made the signal for re- 
newed notices of the intended increase 
in freight rates. In the financial dis- 
trict the conviction is genera! that in- 
creases will be granted, whieh will 
conserve the prosperous condition of 


equal to those asked or not. This con- 
viction underlies the apprehension that 
tactics of professed discontent and 
alarm will be used by the railroads in 
the conduct of their campaign for the 
increase; tactics which may operate to 
discredit railroad securities as well 
as to recommend compliance with de- 
mands for increased rates. The expen- 
diency of these tactics is matter for 
controversy, apparently, between dif- 
ferent banking and capitalistic parties, 
the dispute, in itself, warning off some 
of the speculative element from the 
market. 

Stocks of companies whose execu- 
tives are most openly dissatisfied with 
the situation did not diverge notably 
from the upward course of prices to- 
day. The active efforts of banking 
representatives toward reconciling 
great shippers to the desired rate in- 
creases, and the necessary consulta- 
tion with the government authorities 
enjoined by the new railroad law, 
carry a broad suggestion that future 
railroad rates are likely to be subject 
of agreement, which the anti-trust law 
will hardly be invoked to prevent. 

Dry weather, with toe great heat in 
the northwest over Sunday and con- 
tinued today, and the resultant active 
demand for wheat reported from that 
region, carried qa disagreeable intima- 
tion that the wheat crop is still sub- 
ject to harmful contingencies, in con- 
trast with the lately prevailing con- 
fidence in the outcome of the harves‘. 
The jump in wheat checked the slowly 
rising tendency of prices of stocks, but 
without proving a stronger influence 
on the granger stocks than on the 
general list. The reports of railroad 
officials regardin traffic conditions 
showed signs of the same cleavage as 
is found amongst executive officers 
over the adequacy of the rate situa- 
tion. Iron producers seem to be mak- 
ing concessions still to secure the large 
volume of orders, which are reported 
Copper also showed another decline in 
price in London today. The offering 
for publie subseription of the Southern 
Pacific Terminal mortgese bonds upset 
a supposition that these bonds had 
been disposed of to German and Swiss 
bankers at absolute sale. 

The coming July money settlements 
are believed to have some restraint on 
the stock market. The London market 
remains quiet, in spite of the 
conviction of coming period of 
easy money.

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BAD CROP OUTLOOK 
CAUSED GRAIN TO JUMP 


Wheat Closed Two and a Half 
Cents Higher--Corn and 
Oats Also Up. 


Chicago, June 20.—With a crop out- 
look, declared by one authority to be 
the worst in ten years, wheat today 
closed 45%c to 6%c higher than a week 
ago. The finish was strong, and at 
the topmost point of the day; compared 
with last prices Saturday, there was a 
net gain of 24% @2%c to 34%c a bushel. 
Every other leading staple on ‘change 
was affected, and closed at an advance, 
corn 1% to 1%, oats 1% @1% to 1% @ 
1%. and provisions 2% to 30c. 

Today’s sensational rise in the price 
of wheat resulted because showers, 
which on Saturday broke the market, 
proved to have been unimportant, the 
weather was hot and dry Sunday and 
the complaints from the spring wheat 
states, both thig morning and after- 
noon, were the blackest this season. It 
was from the president of one of the 
leading elevator companies operating 
in North Dakota and Minnesota that 
information came as to the outlook be- 
ing the most discouraging in a decade, 
according to his judgment. The mar- 
ket was a sort of balloon ascension af- 
fair right from the start. Commission 
houses found a surprising volume of 
buying orders on hand, with ap- 
parently on end of other’ orders 
piling in. Not one in ten of the in- 
structions to purchase could be "ae 
cuted anywhere near the closing fig- 
ures of Saturday. The market opened 
with an upward rush, following a re- 
markably strong turn of prices at 
Minneapolis. Reactions were few and 
slight. In each instance the chief cauSe 
was profit-taking, although showers 
reported from South Dakota checked 
bullish enthusiasm a little at one time. 
Leading local speculators worked vig- 
orously on the buying side, and wefe 
ably helped from the northwest and by 
the Public-at-large. September ranged 
from 91 to 94%, closing at the latter 
figure, 2% @3c above the previous close. 

Corn states, as well as those in the 
spring wheat belt, were said to need 
rain. Trade, howeyer, was mainly un- 
der the influence of the excitement in 
the larger pit. September fluctuations 
were between 60 and 60%c, with the

“June 20,1910," was written with the 
gold pen. The eagle feather was car.- 
ried to the whité house in a big leather 
case. 

After the president had affixed his 
signature, Secretary Norton used a blot- 
ter and gave it to Delegate Andrews, 
who wanted it for a souvenir. Both 
men have been friends for years. As he 
handed the blotting paper to the dele- 
Bate, Secretary Norton remarked that 
he took that occasion to reward the 
delegate for saving his life fifteen 
years ago. 

The story was told to President Taft. 
One night, fifteen years ago, while 
traveling along in the Grand Canon of 
Arizona, Mr. Norton became ill. When 
he could crawl no further, he sank 
down, expecting to die.

emn affirmation of the trustees them- 
selves put on their own records three 
years ago, owns the university, has 
any right to control it. 

“The notion of ownership without 
eontrol,” continued Bishop Hoss, “ts 
the emptiest piece of humbuggery that 
was ever sought to be perpetuated. If 
the church’ does not control the uni- 
versity, it intends to know the fact, 
and the sooner the matter can be de- 
termined the better it will be for all |
